The following is the response from Chief Jones to your questions. 


The Deputy Chief is conducting a review of the Citizens for Justice documentary about Barry Manthe 
and CPD. I do not want to speculate as to what we might find or if an employee may or may not have 
been involved in misconduct. 

In any review of current or past practices, we have opportunities to improve if we find issues. 

Sometimes the issues are with policy, others with performance. We have the ability in some cases to 
modify behavior through training and policy changes; when those fail we modify behavior through 
various disciplinary actions. Although this review is in response to a video series and not a formal 
complaint, we will look for opportunities to improve if there are areas to do so. We will wait until the 
review is complete before determining what, if any, action needs to be taken.

I would be speculating as to the intent of the former administration’s reasoning for choosing to draft or 
not draft policy regarding human trafficking. We take seriously our responsibilities in protecting those 
who are victimized by others. It has been our practice in the past to assign a detective to investigate 
human trafficking reports and to work with the FBI in these cases. We generally, at a local level, 
investigate sex workers who are not being trafficked and in the past invited the FBI to join when we 
investigate prostitution in the event we do uncover sex trafficking. 

Confidential informants are necessary for law enforcement to uncover criminal activity, including human 
trafficking. These individuals chose to cooperate with the agreement that their identities will be 
protected and for a myriad of reasons: in consideration for reduced charges, the desire to protect others 
from predatory acts and to protect themselves from being victimized. 

There are detriments. Confidential sources are at risk of assault, threats of assault and sometimes 
murder. Their information is checked for credibiiity by the police and they are heavily scrutinized by 
defense attorneys and prosecutors. Not unlike journalists who use sources who remain confidential, we 
have a responsibility to corroborate the information provided to us and to protect those who are 
vulnerable because they share the information we need to decrease criminal activity. 

These relationships are necessary because the information provided from inside criminal networks is 
rarely available from people who are not themselves involved, to some degree, in criminal activity.

Chief, 

When we spoke on 2/25/19 prior to me leaving town for the funeral, etc. it was my understanding that upon 
my return you wanted me to: 

1. review all police reports involving Mr. Manthe in order to determine if there were any instances where we 
had probable cause to arrest him (or send a warrant request to the PA) and did not, 

2. review all arrests of Mr. Manthe and document what action was taken (what we did arrest him for and 
why) and whether or not any further action could have been taken (additional charges that he potentially 
could have been arrested for and was not, and if so why), 

3. review all police reports involving Mr. Manthe for any information in general that would refute allegations 
made in the Citizens for Justice videos 

This information would then be placed into a report to be reviewed by MSHP for their review. 

If this list is the correct scope of work I do not think it will be possible to have it completed 5 days from now, 
especially given the other duties I have. As you know, I just returned to work Monday. There are well over 
150 pages of documents that Lydia provided me (these were the documents Mr. Wyse received in response 
to his Sunshine requests) and it does not include reports that were closed. I will need to get access to the old 
Records system in order to review those reports. I would also also assume you want me to review any videos 
should any exist. 

I know we briefly discussed it, but I do have concerns about a conflict, or at least the appearance of one, 
due to the accusations leveled against me and my husband in the videos. Since it was announced that I 
had been tasked with the investigation/review I have seen several news articles drawing attention to this as 
well as things on social media from Citizens for Justice. I have not dug far enough into the reports to 
determine if you would be perceived to have any involvement directly or indirectly (as a supervisor), but if so 
I think it would also be perceived by some as a conflict as well. 

If I misunderstood your direction regarding the scope of work please let me know. It is not my intention to 
take any longer than needed to complete this task. I know it is an ongoing topic in the media and one that 
the public expects answers on in a reasonable time frame and I want to do whatever you feel is necessaiy to 
provide that. Would you confirm if you would like me to proceed with this as I described above, and if so 
when do you believe it should be completed?

While serving as Acting Police Chief I was directed by Interim City Manager John Glascock to review 
the video series posted to YouTube by the Citizens For Justice group regarding Barry Paul Manthe. I 
watched all 25 episodes in their entirety (over 200 minutes of video). Based on the videos it appears 
several allegations are made either directly or indirectly against several law enforcement agencies and 
the Boone County Prosecutor's office. These allegations span an approximately 20 year time period, 
beginning in 1997. Some of the allegations pertain to Columbia Police Department policies, while 
others are alleged violations of state or federal law. I have attached a list of potential allegations to this 
memo for your review. 

Due to the number of CPD employees at various ranks who are alleged to be involved, I would 
recommend any investigation, if necessary, be conducted by an uninvolved third-party in order to 
provide the utmost transparency and accountability. It should be noted that Sgt. Roger Schlude and I 
are included in the video (both by name and appearance), and are alleged to have had direct or indirect 
knowledge.
